This book belongs among the aids to the in- 
terpretation of the New Testament, and is de- 
signed to assist English -speaking students in the 
task of translating the Greek New Testament 
into English forms of thought and expression. 
Grammar is one of the indispensable auxiliaries 
of interpretation. The book is written, there- 
fore, in the interest of exegetical grammar, and 
of philology as an auxiliary of interpretation. 
Its value for historical grammar is incidental. 

In order to interpret it with accuracy and clearness 
the student of the New Testament must possess among 
other qualifications a knowledge of the distinctions of 
thought which are marked by the different moods and 
tenses of the Greek verb. To acquire facility in the 
work of interpretation he must have easy familiarity 
with each mood and tense. He must acquire a knowl- 
edge of the leading functions of the several forms of the 
Greek verb, and of the forms which express those func- 
tions in English. The volume here described enumerates 
the various functions of each mood and tense, exhibits 
their relative importance, and defines each clearly. To 
make readily discernible the relative importance of the 
material various styles and sizes of type are employed.

Among Greek students the need of adequate 
helps for the acquisition of a vocabulary has 
long been felt. The old way — of consulting 
the dictionary for each new or forgotten 
word, looking it up again and again until at 
last it "sticks" — is both wasteful and ineffec- 
tual. Especially is this true of Homer, whose 
large and varied vocabulary has ever been a 
source of difficulty to the student. 

To aid in overcoming this obstacle by presenting a 
systematically arranged list of Homeric words, with 
their English translations, to be learned by the student 
in regular order, a few each day, and constantly re- 
viewed until they have become firmly fixed in memory, 
is the aim of the present work. In this way the stu- 
dent will gradually be emancipated from his depend- 
ence upon the lexicon, while his knowledge of Greek 
words will gain both in precision and in permanence. 
In a short time he will find himself possessed of a 
vocabulary which will greatly facilitate the work of 
translation, and make the reading of the Iliad and 
Odyssey a pleasant and natural exercise.
